The budget 
forecast a gross deficit of $3 ,426,-

The President Expects 
Peace, Asks New Tazes 
For Emergency Defense

WASHINGTON, (lp) — Proposing 
new taxes for emergency defense 
and extension of reciprocal trade 


; agreements as a further safeguard, 


President Roosevelt today calleq for 
national unity to safeguard Amer- 
ican democracy. 

He also reaffirmed in his annual 
message to congress his hope and 
expectation that the United States 
would remain at peace. 

The third session of the 76th con- 
gress convened at noon and met in 
joint session shortly before 2 Ds mM: 
to hear the message—a worldwide 
broadcast by the President of United 
States’ foreign and domestic policy. 

Practically all government ex- 
penses except for national defense 
will be reduced next year, Mr. 
Roosevelt said, in the hope that— 
“these days of increasing economic 
prosperity” will permit continued 
reduction of the federal deficit, 

But he warned that unemploy- 
ment remained an unsolved prob- 
lem and that with a program of so- 
cial improvement begun, the pro- 
cesses of recovery must be carried 
on to preserve gains and provide 
jobs at a living wage. 

A large part of the treasury’s de- 
ficits for the past several years has 
been created by national defense 
costs, the President said, but con- 
cluded that such spending must be 
continued. 

“I am asking congress,” he said, 
“for army and navy increases which 
are not based on panic but on com- 
mon sense. They are not as great 
as enthusiastic alarmists seek. They 
are not as small as unrealistic per- 
sons claiming superior private in- 
formation would demand.” 

The amounts asked will be re- 
vealed in his budget message to- 
morrow.

SAN FRANCISCO — Review of 
business activity and production of 
basic industries throughout Cali- 
fornia during 1939 has been pre- 
pared for its officers, directors and 
members of the Research Depart- 
ment of the California State Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Little change is seen from 1938. 

Total value of production for 1939 
will amount to approximately two 
billion dollars, whereas, in 1938, the 
total was $1,930,000,000. In 1937, the 
production of basic industries total- 
led $2,219,000,000. - 
' The population of California on 
January 1, 1940, was estimated by 
the California Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion as 7,100,000, an increase of 2 
2-3 per cent over the previous year’s 
estimate and a gain of 25 per cent 
Since 1930. The increase in popu- 
lation during the decade of 1920 to 
1930 was 65% per cent. The pri- 
mary source of the state’s popula- 
tion growth is the migration from 
other states. 

The gross farm income of the 
State for 1939 will be very close to 
the amount received for 1939 or 
$540,000,000. While receipts from the 
Sale of principal farm products for 
the first ten months of 1939 were 
about 3% per cent under the ag- 
gregate for the same period of the 
previous year, the recent trend has 
been more favorable than it was 
during the last half of 1938. Fed-
